COMMANDER COMPLAINS 





Inventor, Aged 17, Says He 
Didn't Mean to Butt — 
In. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.~With home- 
made apparatus a Newport schoolboy 
is able to interfere with the operation 
of the naval wireless station at that 


point. Commander Albert Glaves 
thinks the matter so important that he 
has sent to the Bureau of Equipment ef 
the navy a detailed account of the plant 
which the boy has built. The meager- 
ness of the apparatus may be gathered 
from the statment of the com»mander 
that the young operator is getting mes- 
sages through the medium of an ordi- 
nary incandescent electric lamp, 

the broken giass for a receiver. 

In his detailed description, Commander 
Gleaves says that the power is derived 
from a battery of eight d cells, giv- 
ing about twelve volts. His induction 
coil is one taken from an old automobile 
and throws a half-inch spark, while his 
key is the gga Morse instrurpent. 
The coil with which -he controls the 
wave Icngth is made of No. 14 copper 
wire, bare, wound around a wooden cyl- 
inder in grooves. 

His spark gap is made by two com- 
mon Sieel nails, driven into a pine 
board one-eighth of an inch apart, 


water pipes in the house in which he 
lives. wo common wooden — 15 
feet high, attached to the ridge pole 
of the house, support the antennae. 
There are three bare capper wires, 
stretched between the poles, kept 


by a single wire running down to the 
instruments. In addition to this his 
equipment also includes a homo-made 
potentiometer, choke coils and a tele- 
Phone receiver.

Is there humor in Mme. Bernhardat’s 
tour?

A story has gone abroad that Mme.

A very clever story, 
but the true story is better. It hap- 
pened in Boston. ‘“‘Camille’’ was the 
play—on the boards for the third time 
in two weeks. Certain furniture had 
been selected by the stage carpenter, 
who asked Mme. Bernhardt what she 
thought of it. She was frankly de- 
lighted and clapped her hands enthusi- 
astically, crying: 

“Bon, bon, bon!” ; 

The minute her back was turned the 
stage carpenter hustled all the furniture 
into the alley. That evening Mme. Bern- 
hardt, crossing the stage, stopped sud- 
denly and called the carpenter. 

“Look!” she said. ‘‘Why have you 
change ze fair-nee-chere?’’ 

“Well,” fairly snorted the carpenter, 
“didn’t you say it was bum?’’ 

And that’s how the ‘‘bum” story came 
into life. 

A bright, hustling newspaper man had 
come from quite a distance to inter- 
view Mme. Bernhardt—we will say 
from Smithville, a town of 20,000. It was 
my pleasure to introduce him to Mon- 
sieur Frederic Mayer, Mme. Bern- 
hardt’s English spokesman and personal 
representative, who in turn presented 
him to the diva. Greeting him cordially, 
she seated herself and indicated that she 
was ready for anything from a casual 
remark to the third degree. Our inter- 
viewer cleared his throat. 

“Madame,” he finally managed to say. 
“Will you play in Smithville this year?” 

She shrugged her shoulders. 

“What will you play in Smithville, 
Madame?” 

He knew she would play ‘‘Camilie”’ 
two nights later. It was a desperate 
case. I longed to privately sneak the 
smeHing salts for his nerve's sake. 

“Have you ever met any Smithville 
people abroad?”’ 

“Merci,” and Madame 
shoulders. 

Outside the interviewer told me confi- 
dentially that he hadn't seen a. thing but 
Madame’'s wonderful eves, and that if 
I would excuse him he would go to his 
hotel and change his clothes, which 
were dripping perspiration ice cold. 

“Tu es trop dur pour cet enfant, qu’- 
est-ce qu'il t’a fait?’’ remarked a mem- 
ber of the cast who had overheard it 
all; but Madame only shrugged her 
shoulders again, for she had just been 
called for her entrance. 


Didn’t Look for Wrinkles. 


That snggests a peculiar fact which 
has an element of humor. Mme. Bern- 
hardt has been constantly interviewed 
and reinterviewed, viewed and reviewed 
since the beginning of her American 
tour, and the experience in most cases 
has been that of a veteran dramatic 
critic who visited her with the definite 
purpose of discovering whether she car- 
ried wrinkles or other signs of age.

In Philadelphia an extra man in “‘Phe- 
dre’ fainted on the. stage and fell, 
breaking his nose. Madame had him 
sent to a hospital, at her expense, and 
sent regular and considerable sums of 
money for his further comfort. It was 
one of Mme. Bernhardt’s best jokes, 
and it made a right merry laugh for a 
wife and two children.

National Good Roads Associa- 
tion Expects to Finish 
It in Year, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CLEVELAND. O., Feb. 22.—Ohio is 
to have a magnificent highway ex- 
tending across the State from Penn- 
Sylvania to the Indiana line. Work 
upon it will be commenced within a 
year by the National Good Roads As- 
sociation, 

This is the information given out 
for the first time by Col. W. H. Moore. 
president of the National Good Roads 
Association, who was here making ar- 
rangements for opening an office in 
this city. 

The road, which will be the first to 
be built across a State under the

DOESN’T FEEL CUT UP 





Promise of Nice Wooden Leg 
When Doctors Get 
Through. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—The surgeons 
have performed 32 amputations on Chas. 
Rorain’s right leg in the last four years. 
Rorain lies in the German Hospital, 
Newark, slowly recovering from the 

thirty-second amputation. 
The numerous operations have been 


necessary by the “breaking down”’ of 
the tissues on Rorain’s diminishing teg, 
caused by successive attacks of blood 
poisoning or by pressure on the stump 
when he walked with an artificial limb— 
or part of one. For, of course, as the 
knife has made Rorain’'s leg shorter, the 
legmakers have built his artificial leg 
longer. 

Rorain, who is 62 years old, is in good 
spirits. He says he does ‘“‘not feel a bit 
eut up’’—in fact, he is optimistic. Sur- 
geons, saying there is precious little 
more of his leg to cut off, have prom- 
Ysed him a nice wooden leg with all 
‘ynodern improvements. 

Incidentally, Rorain has lost his ‘am- 
ily and his little fortune since the game 
of progressive surgery has been played 
on him. Once, in 1894, the surgeons 
“thought blood poisoning would be fatal. 
‘He had saved money and had recovered 
‘a tidy sum in damages from a brew- 
ery. He had $14,000 in cash in banks.

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WILDEST AFRICA. 
IN JERSEY WOODS 


Constable Arrests Negroes Who 
Roamed Nude in Cold- 
est Weather. 


SOMERVILLE, N. J., Feb. 
specimen of wildest Africa transplanted 
to Jersey woods has been discovered by 
the Somerset County authorities in the 
shape of a family of eight negroes, en- 
tirely nude, living in a dugout in the 
Branchburg hills, eight miles from here. 
Strange stories of the wild people of 
the woods who roamed about naked 1” 
midwinter and subsisted on fish, which 
they caught through ice, which were 
brought to the county seat by the In- 
habitants of the Branchburg hills, start- 
ed Constable Michael Corcoran of this 
place and four ceputies on a man hunt. 
The searching party discovered the ne- 
grocs in a dugout in the woods neat 
North Branch. Their habitation was @ 
hole about 10 feet square burrowed in an 
embankment, which was entered 
through an opening large enough to ad- 
mit the body of a man. The entrance to 
the dugout was covered with burlap 
bags

Nestied on a bed of leaves in the bot- 
tom: of the dugout were six naked negro 
children, ranging in age from 2 to 1% 
years, While the father and mother ol 
the family, also nude, silumbered near 
them. Corcoran backed out of the hole 
without being observed and dispatched 
his deputies for a farm wagon and a 
number of blankets. 


Negroes Fight Fiercely. 


The wagon was driven to the woods, 
when an attempt on the part of the 
officers to arrest the negroes was met 
with a stiff resistance on the part of 
the father and mother. The man fought 
and to required the combined ef- 
officers to subdue him. He 
was bound hand and foot and placed 
in the wagon. The remainder of the 
family was easily bagged and placed in 
the bottom of the wagon, which was 
covered with straw. 

Blankets were thrown over the naked 
negroes and they were driven eight 

miles across country to the Bridgewat- 
vom Township Poorhouse. The skin of 
the negroes is described by ConStable 
Corcoran as being unusually thick and 
hard as the result of their exposure to 
the winter weather, but their bodies 
are thin and show lack of proper nour-

He 
shunned civilization and went further 
back in the hills, where he and his fam- 
ilv have since lived like savages, sub- 
sisting in winter on corn, which they 
raised in the woods, and on fish.

Business Men Approve Efforts 
to Escape Business Blight 
and Scandal, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PEORIA, Ill, Feb. 2.—H. M. Pindell, 
editor of the Peoria Journal, will not 
be prosecuted as accessory before the 
fact, in connection with the suicide of 
Rev. Dr. George Simmons, the preach- 
er banker. as has been intimated. Pé- 
orla business men have never accepted 
the theory that Pindell drove Simmons 
to suicide by giving him the alternatives 
of suicide or fleeing the city and their 
view is now supported by a statement 
»rinted in the Peoria Star, written by 
iZugene Baldwin, editor of the rival pa- 
per. 

Mr. Baldwin was present when the 
conversation between Simmons and Pin- 
dell took place in the Star office, and 
since the sulcide of Dr. Simmons is the 
one witness besides Pindell himself who 
is in position to relate the precise hap- 
penings at that interview. After telling 
the events leading up to that point, Mr. 
Baldwin's explanation is as follows: 

“Then Pindell stopped and said, part- 
ly to himself, as if he were thinking 
aloud and considering only the effect of 
the scandal upon the city: ‘There are 
only two things to do. One is to run 
away, the other to commit  guicide.’ 
Evidently Pindell had no idea that Sim- 
mons would take this as advice. He 
didn't offer it as advice, but in fact, 
what other course was poSsible? 


Merely Impersonal View. 


“What Pindell had in his mind was 
that Simmons was ruined in this com- 
munity forever, that he could escape 
from the charge only by going to some 
distant place, changing his name and al- 


tering his whole life. In doing this Pin- 
dell was looking at the question in an 
abstract way, and he had no idea that 
Simmons would act on it or consider it 
as advice. In fact he said it more to 
himself than to Simmons.” 

Baldwin’s previous vigorous attacks on 
Pindell in connection with other mat- 
ters render his explanation in this in- 
stance more conspicuous than it other- 
wise would have been. An investigation 
of the attitude of State’s Attorney 
Scholes in quoting to newspaper report- 
ers the law relating to the guilt of per- 
sons accessory before the fact shows the 
State’s Attorney's citation of this law 
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to have been purely academic and given 
at the request of the reporters present, 
“I did not mean to convey the im- 
pression to the newspaper men,” said 
Attorney Scholes, ‘‘that Pindell had done 
anything to bring him within the law in 
this case. I was asked a hpyothetical 
question, and, in answer read a para- 
graph from the criminal code.” ' 
It is generally acknowledged here that 
Mr. Pindell, before the conversation be- 
tween himself, Simmons and Baldwin 
took the lead in trying to find a solu- 





tion of the impending scandal whereby 
Peoria could be kept free from another 
blew, which it was believed would prove 
as detrimental to the ~ .y’s good name 
as the Dougherty scandal. For this rea- 
son he and the other newspaper é¢ditors 
suppressed the matter to give Simmons 
a chance to prove his innocence, or, if 
he could not do so, to protect the pub- 
lic interests.

Wright, motorman of a street 
the Denverside division of the 
East St. Louis electric system, saved his 
life by jumping from the front plat-

PBURN BILL 
10 GE AMENDED

of the Post-Olspatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.~—The Hep- 
burn railread rate bill will be amended 
by the Senate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce. A conservatively drawn 
provision for judicial views’ will 
added. Unless members change their 
present attitude, the final vote in com- 
mittee will be 8 to 5 in favor of ap- 
peals to the courts. 

Senator Cullom has finally announced 
that he cannot be present when the rate 
bill is presented and Senator Carmack 
will be absent from the city. Mr. Cul- 
lomn is opposed to amending the Hep caren 
bill and Mr. Carmack favors it. The 
committee is now disposed to record the 
votes of both these members. If this 
is done the final vote wili stand: 

For a judicial review amendment— 
Senators Elkins, Aldrich, Kean, Foraker 
and Crane, Republicans; Carmack, Fos- 
ter and McLaurin, Democratse—s. 

Against judicial review amendment— 
Senators Dolliver, Cullom and Clapp. 
Republicans; Newlands and Tillman, 
Democrats—46. 

President Roosevelt has given an 
absolute assurance that he will not seek 
to interfere with the action of the In- 
terstate Commerce Committee until a 
bill has been reported to the Senate. 
He will not urge any member of the 
committee to insist on retaining the 
Hepburn bill without amendment. He 
promises to leave the committee free 
to act in accordance with the best judg- 
ment of its members.
